Continuation of 5 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the claims remain obvious by the cited references 
for the reasons stated in the Final Rejection. Regarding applicant's argument that omitting an element from a disclosed composition is no 
obvious applicant is directed to MPEP 2144.04, which states "omission of an element and its function if obvious if the function of the 
element is not desired". Applicant does not argue or provide evidence that excluding other components from the composition impart an 
unexpected result or advantage, therefore the claims remain rejected for these reasons and those made previously of record.
